“Ask and it shall be given you;

While Jesus was praying, His dis- 
ciples became greatly interested in 
prayer, perhaps because of His pray- 
ing so often and earnestly they were 
stirred up to prayer, then realizing 
their inability to pray as they should 
they asked Him to teach them how 
to pray.. We are sure of the fact that 
He was pleased with their request, 
and set about immediately to teach 
them how to pray. He said, “Say, 
Our Father which art in heaven.” 
Jesus desired first that they should 
realize that they were addressing 
their Father and that they belongea 
to the great heavenly family. If we 
can realize this, surely it will not be 
so hard to get our love and faith 
focused in Him. If we can realize that 
the Father loves His children and 
will do all in His power to care for 
them and answer their petitions, 
surely we would not hesitate to call 
upon Him. 


We must not only recognize Him as 
our Father, but our Heavenly Father 
dwelling in a holy place and cannot 
do wrong, therefore we should know 
that He will not disregar@ His chil- 
dren or treat them in a wrongful man- 
ner. 

In our text He says, “Ask and it 
shall be given.” In another place He 
says, “Everyone that asketh receiv- 
eth.”

Doubtless there are scores of 
other healings mentioned in the 
Bible, but we need not mention others, 
but only state that the Word tells us 
that Jesus healed all that came to 
Him. He turned none aside, but in- 
variably healed all that asked for 
healing. 

Draw on the Bank of Heaven 

James says in chapter 4:2 “Ye have 
not, because ye ask not,” thus sig- 
nifying that many are falling short 
of God’s best for no other reason than 
that they refuse to ask of Him, who 
has all power in Heaven and earth. 

O that everyone could realize that 
it does not impoverish the Lord to 
bless anq answer our petitions as we 
cry to Him in time of need. His 
storehouse is full and He is more 
willing to bestow His blessings upon 
us than we are to give good gifts to 
our children. Then why should we 
be so shy of the Lord. so slow to 
make our requests known unto Him? 
He says, “Ask and it shall be given.” 
‘Not, may be, nor perhaps it shall, 
but “shall.” It just simply cannot fail 
because God said it, but the entire 
secret lies in asking. He says again, 
Whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, 
believing, ye shall receive.” First, we 
must really pray, not half-heartedly, 
but the words must come from a sin- 
cere heart, impelled by a fervent de- 
sire for something, and expressed to 





God in harmony with His instructions.

Such a prayer will cerralniy receive 
an answer. This is really asking, not 
playing about the matter. 

“I once knew a young man” says 
a writer, “who, by an unfortunate 
combination of difficulties, found him- 
self in financial straits without know- 
ing which way to turn or what to do 
to escape adversity. It so happened 
that his father learned of his diffi- 
culty and sent him a few words by 
telegraph that put joy in his heart 
as soon as he received the message. 
All the telegram said was: ‘Draw on 
me for what you need.’ But every 
word was the same as gold to a 
needy son, because he knew his fath- 
er, and knew that he would never 
send him such a message as that un- 
less he meant it. And so with his 
father’s word in his hand he set out 
for the bank at once, and proceeded 
to act upon it. How many heart- 
aches and weary days it would save 
us if we only would receive our 
Heavenly Father’s words with the 
same faith.” 

Ask For That We Need 

What shall we ask? Since we have 
the privilege of asking and the Lord 
delights in us asking, and is always 
ready to grant our fervent. sincere 
petition, why should we fail to ask?

“Thou shalt be perfect with the 
Lord thy God.” Deut. 18:18, 


“Be ye therefore perfect even as 
your father which is in heaven is per- 
fect.” 


This teaching runs thru the whole 
Bible as a golden cord, but the first 
glance at. Matt. 5:48 might lead one 
who has not receivéd the Holy Ghost, 
to say that it is impossible for any 
man who lives in this world to be per- 
fect even as our Father which is in 
heaven is perfect. These are the words — 
of Jesus. Will anyone charge Jesus 
with teaching His disciples to at- 
tempt impossibilities? 

Noah was a just man and perfect. 
Jesus says everyone that is perfect 
shall be as his Master. Would He have 
spoken this if there had not been some 
who were perfect? “That the man of 
30d may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all goog works.” 2 Tim. 
3:17. 


No one can truthfully say the Bible 
does not_teach the doctrine of per- 
fection. ‘But let us see if we can find 
of what this perfection consists. It 
does not consist of thoughts, words 
or deeds. Some may be astonished at 
this statement and say I have a very 
low standard of Christian perfection, 
but just read on and I think you will 
say it is high enough when rightly tun- 
derstood. Perhaps a brief explanation 
before J proceed any further wil) re- 
move some of the astonishment that 
may have been awakened. 


Why are we not required to be per- 
fect in deeds? It is because we lack 
knowledge. Perfect deeds admit no 
mistakes. I do not mean to say sins. 
A word wrongfully spelled is a mis- 
take, mistakes are consistent with 
Christian perfection. The same is true 
with words and thoughts. We say 
things we would not have said had we 
known how they would have been 
taken. We did the best we knew at 
the time, but afterwards learned we 
were mistaken, consequently the 
words were not perfect. We are often 
mistaken in our thoughts, thus plac- 
ing them among the imperfect things. 
No one in this world is absolutely per 
fect in deeds, words or thoughts. Ab- 
solute perfection is peculiar to the 
Lord who knows all things. There- 
fore, He never makes a mistake, 

Each person must decide for himself 
whether he will be perfectly honest, 
truthful and virtuous; whether he 
will submit unreservedly to the Lord, 
be perfectly obedient to all His will 
and seek to please Him in all things 
forever at any cost. In this way he is 
free from all doubts of his accept- 
ance or worry about the future. He 
has a calm, quiet rest of mind; while 
storms of fearful character may be 
raging, he can say, the eternal God 
is my refuge. His peace is like the 
deep water of the ocean, where winds 
and waves never disturb. 


The Chureh of God teaches a life 
above sin and we must live this life 
to be free from sin. The world will 
go and ‘hear us preach a life above 
sin and then look at our mistakes and 
say that we do not live above sin. The 
worldly man is looking at the mis- 
takes we are making either in deeds, 
words or thoughts, while we are per- 
fect in heart.

No doubt King Asa 
made mistakes like other men but he 
had the right motive called a perfect 
heart, by which he was governed. 

King Hezekiak said, “I have walked 
before thee in truth and. with a per- 
fect heart.”

On Armistice Day, the 11th of No- 
vember 1927, just a few minutes after 
the bells had tolled in memory of the
